April 10.—P resi­ 
dent Roosevelt put his Tennessee 
Valley program before congress to ­ 
day in a message asking reh ab ilita­ 
tion of the Muscle Shoals, Alabam a, 
power and nitrat«' plant. 
He asked creation of a Tennessee 
Valley authority to supervise the \ 
developm ent of power, flood con- j 
trol, forest 
conservation 
and 
im- ! 
provement of agriculture. 
“It is tim e,’’ the President wrote j

field, in this instance com prehend - j 
V 
ing in one 
great 
project 
m any 
states directly concerned w ith the 
basin of one of our greatest rivers. 
"If we are successful here we can 
m arch on, step by step, in a like 
developm ent of other great natural 
territorial units w ithin our borders.” 
Text of Message 
“To the congress: 
“The continued idleness of a great 
national investm ent in th e Tennee 
see Valley leads me to ask congress 
for legislation necessary to enlist 
th is project in the service of the 
people. 
“It is clear th a t the M uscle Shoals 
developm ent is but a sm all p a rt of 
th e potential public usefulness ot 
the entire Tennessee river. 
“Such use. if envisioned in its e n ­ 
tirety, transcends m ere power 
d e ­ 
velopment : 
"It enters the wide field of floor 
control, soil erosion, afforestation 
elim ination from agricultural use of 
m arginal lands, 
and 
distribution 
and diversification of industry. 
“In short, th is power developm ent 
of w ar days leads logically to 
na - 
tional planning for a com plete river 
w atershed 
involving 
m any 
states 
and the future lives and w elfare of 
m illions. 
“It touches and gives life

forms of human concerns.

“I, therefore, suggest to the eon
